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MORE TRADE CUSTOMS. 


The Writing Paper Manufacturers Adopt 
a List for Trade Usage. 


At a Meeting Held in New York Last Week the Writing Paper 
Men Agreed on a Number of Rules for the Conduct of Their 
Business— These Have Now Been Sent to the Trade. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Hotyoxke, Mass., February 12, 1907.—A list of trade customs was 
adopted at a meeting of the writing paper manufacturers held in 
New York on Wednesday of last week. This list is this week 
being sent to the trade. On the top of the printed sheet containing 
the “customs” the statement is made that the trade customs have 
been adopted by the American Paper and Pulp Association on 
February 7 and approved by the National Paper Trade Associa- 
tion. The list follows: 


Writing Paper Trade Customs. 

1. On special sizes not less than 10 per cent. additional price for 
lots of less than I ton. 

2. On special colors, or,colors not regularly made in the grade 
ordered, ton lots or less, not less than Io per cent. additional price. 
One to 2 tons, not less than 5 per cent. additional. 

3. On special orders of 1 ton or less, over-runs not greater than 
15 per cent. to be taken by customers. On orders for more than 
1 ton over-runs not greater than 10 per cent. to be taken by cus- 
tomer. 

4. Orders for less than a full package not less than 10 per cent. 
additional. 

5. No paper made one weight and stenciled another. 

6. The average actual weight, including wrappers, not to exceed 
2'4 per cent. above or below the nominal weight. Paper within 
this range to constitute a good delivery, and to be billed at nominal 
weight. The above to be based on items of one size and weight 
on individual invoices. 

7. No claims allowed after paper is cut, ruled or printed. 

8. No paper of private watermarks or brands to be supplied for 
sampling purposes nor allowance made on account of advertising 
such watermarks or brands, 

9. All goods to be billed when ready or at accepted date for 
shipment, and to be settled for at the usual time whether ordered 
shipped or not. ” 

10. A charge of not less than 1% cents per pound for folding in 
ream bundles, and not less than 2 cents per pound for quarter 
reams and pound packages. A charge of not less than one-half 
cent per pound to be made for feint line ruling, such as letter- 
heads, etc., and not less than 1 cent.per pound for struck ruling, 
such as billheads, statements, etc. 

11. Jobbers or manufacturers desiring special watermarks for 
their customers must pay the cost of dandy roll, and no credit will 
be given on account of the number of cases ordered.

EAGLE LODGE OF HOLYOKE MEETS. 


The Alleged Discrimination Against Some of the Workers Who 
Were Prominent in the Last Strike Discussed——A Demand 
for Eight Hour Shifts May be Made Later On. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Hotyoke, Mass., February 12, 1907—A meeting of Eagle Lodge 
of Paper Makers was held in this city Sunday afternoon, at which 
Mellor, secretary of the International Brotherhood of 
Paper Makers, was present. 

The matter of the alleged discrimination by some of the mills 
against the men who have been foremost in the organization of the

new lodge was discussed at some length, but there was nothing to 
be given out concerning the matter. Mr. Mellor was seen in this 
city Monday, but had very little to say except that he should keep 
in close communication with the Holyoke organization, and if cir- 
cumstances warranted another visit to this city he would make one 
without delay. He returned to his home in Waterville, N. Y., 
Monday afternoon to take up matters pertainfhg to the national 
organization, 

It cannot be ascertained what progress Mr. Mellor made in the 
matter that he came to straighten out, but it is believed that little 
headway was made, and that the national secretary had few facts 
upon which to base any statement that he may have wished to 
make to the owners of the mills. The only statement that the 
lodge made concerning the meeting Sunday afternoon was that the 
meeting was “enthusiastic and that several new members were 
added.” 

Mr. Mellor is accredited with saying that when the lodge got 
ready to take hold of the eight hour shift for the tour workers 
the Holyoke mills would fall into line and adopt it, the same as 
the mills outside the city have done when demands of this nature 
have been presented to them. Frim his statements one gains the 
opinion that the Holyoke mills are relied upon by the members of 
the lodge to adopt the eight hour shift after the manner that it 
was put in force by the International Paper Company. 

At the meeting Sunday afternon the outlook was informally dis- 
cussed as to the probabilities of a general labor trouble in Holyoke 
when the demands of the lodge are presented to the mills; but Mr. 
Mellor is said to be of the opinion that there will be no more 
strikes in this city like the last strike. Members of the lodge, it is 
stated, have some matters to lay beforé the manufacturers, but have 
not arrived at the proper manner of so doing. 

It is noted that the local union was revived under the direction 
and management of the American Federation of Labor and not 
the International Brotherhood of Paper Makers. It has not been 
stated whether in case of a strike, which Mr. Mellor hopes is not 
to come, the local men would be guided by the laws of the paper 
makers or the Federation of Labor. 

It is not believed that the national secretary found conditions in 
this city such as would warrant him in taking action with the mills 
on the ground of discrimination against any member of the union 
or on the ground that any of the men had been discharged or their 
work changed for the reason that they were members of the union.

Powers Paper Company May Locate at Willimansett, Mass. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Horyoxe, Mass., February. 11, 1907.—It has become known in 

; Holyoke that the Powers Paper Company is considering more or 
less favorably the establishing of its new building that it is to 
erect in the near future in Willimansett, a suburb of Holyoke, al- 
though a part of the city of Chicopee. It is stated that the com- 
pany owns a lot in that place that has not been developed and 
could. be made easily accessible for factory purposes. Of all the 
sites save one it is said that this one is the most favorably located 


and within easy reach of the main line of the Boston & Maine 
Railroad. The company, it is stated, does not desire to leave Hol 
yoke if it can obtain the site it desires. In case the mill is located 
in Willimansett it is said that electric power will be obtained from 
the Holyoke Water Power Company's new electric station, at the 
present time supplying a little power for the operation of paper 
mill machinery. The plant, if located in Willimansett, cannot be 
operated by water power, and it is reported that the company is 
considering the introduction of individual motors for the driving 
of its machinery on the ground that it is the most economical sys 
tem of power transmission at the present time. With the indi- 
vidual motor drive when one machine is idle there is no shafting 
of a dead nature to operate and thereby eat up power. With the 
single motor drive for each machine the cost at first may be some- 
what more than otherwise; but it is said that the saving is enough 
in the end to warrant the experiment in this case, as each machine 
is under the direct control of the operator in charge, and can be 
started or stopped at will without shifting belts or disturbing other 
machines. 

The company has not officially made mention either of the site 
in Willimansett or the individual driving motor scheme, but is said 
to be considering both. Unless a site is selected within a very 
short time the contractors will be unable to start the building dur- 
ing the early part of the coming spring, as the company has from 
time to time hoped for. Ferry. 


I, P. to Start Up Herkimer (N. Y.) Mill.

The officials state that the fire was extinguished 
with very little loss, the only injury reported being to the chip 
bins and the roof of the digester house. The company sends 
word that business will be resumed within a day or so, as an out- 
side’ supply of sulphite has been secured, and that there will be 
practically no delay in filling regular orders. The origin of the 
fire is unknown.

Cuicaoo, Ill., February 11, 1907.—At the annual meeting of the 
American Straw Board Company, which was held on Thursday 
of last week, Mr. Barber had things his own way. He elected 
himself, S. B. Fleming, E. M. Watkins and C. H. Palmer directors 
for three years; F. B. Thiess to succeed J. K. Robinson and L. A. 
Wiley for two years, and W. D. Card for one year. 

The startling action of the meeting, which called for the sharp 
retort from the protective committee, was a report from Mr. 
Barber, wiping out $1,221,000 of the Straw Board surplus by 
charging it to depreciation extending since 1892. This stroke has 
two edges, for though it prevents the United committee from the 
expected financial relief from the Straw Board Company, it con- 
firms all stockholders in the opinion that reports of previous years 
have been false. Also, it reduces the estimated value of Straw 
Board stock $20.

The statement of Mr. Barber explaining the unexpected condition 
of the company was as follows: 
«“Your directors have charged to surplus for depreciation $1,221,- 
731. This seems a large item for depreciation, but it is fully justi- 
fied from the fact that since 1892 nothing has been charged off for 
depreciation other than ordinary repairs. There have been er- 
roneous statements published that the value of the American 


Straw Board Company stock is much in excess of that put upon 
it by the directors of the United Box Board and Paper Company. 
This, perhaps, can be more easily illustrated by the fact that the 
earnings of the American Straw Board Company for the year 1906, 
without any deduction for depreciation, amounted to $395,526, 
more than one-half of which was earned by the Circleville mill, 
or $214,476. The balance of the earnings were made by the stores 
and the other eight mills that were in operation during the year. 

“The value of the Circlevijle mill is today less than its original 
cost, it having been built twenty-two years ago. The cost of the 
mill when finished was $450,000. It has a capacity today of 65 
tons of board per day, which is a little over one-third of the pro- 
duction of the straw board of the American Straw Board Com- 
pany per day in the last year. 

“If eight mills running earn less than one-half of the earnings 
of the company, and one mill earns over one-half, and that mill 
only cost in its original construction $450,000, by what process of 
reasoning is the whole property of the American Straw Board 
Company worth any more than the value placed upon it by the 
directors of the United Box Board and Paper Company when it 
offered the equity in the shares to the stockholders of the company 
at $37.85 per share, exclusive of the $2 per share recently paid as 
a dividend? I give the fact as further justificatibn for charging 
off the apparent large sum that has stood upon the books of the 
company as a surplus. 

“It is the opinion of your officers and directors that a still greater 
sum must be charged off to get the property of the company down 
to a solid basis, and that the earnings of the company must be 
largely used for the purpose of repairing and equipping the mills. 
In addition to properly equipping the present mills in operation 
a large sum of money must be expended in relocating a number of 
machines which today are idle, and instead of producing a profit 
for the company are maintained at large expense, as is evidenced 
by the annual statement of the sum of $38,000. 

“The management has already started to properly rebuild and 
requip the mill at Wilmington, IIl., the total cost of which will 
require an expenditure of from $120,000 to $130,000. The large 
amount charged off to depreciation only applies to the mills that 
are entirely out of commission at the present time. 

“When the American Straw Board Company originally organ- 
ized it had twenty-one operative mills and a capacity of over 400 
tons per day, which was about 65 per cent. of the production, of 
board consumed in the United States of all kinds. The capacity 
ef the mills today of the entire country will aggregate about 2,100 
tons per day, and there are cut and consumed of all kinds of board 
about 1,600.” 

Mr. Mitchell’s denunciatory reply, which closed the controversy 
for the week, was as follows: 

“At the annual meeting of the American Straw Board Company 
February 7 O. C. Barber stated that the management would charge 
off to depreciation some $1,200,000, because nothing had been 
charged off for depreciation since the year 1892. 

“T believe that this statement is absolutely false. During Mr. 
Newcomb’s administration of the company ample charges were 
made for depreciation. I wish to state that the following amounts 
were charged to depreciation, and I fail to understand why the 
directors of the American Straw Board Company do not correct 
erroneous statements on the part of Mr. Barber:

The statement of Mr. Barber explaining the unexpected condition 
of the company was as follows: 

“Your directors have charged to surplus for depreciation $1,221,- 
731. This seems a large item for depreciation, but it is fully justi- 
fied from the fact that since 1892 nothing has been charged off for 
depreciation other than ordinary repairs. There have been er- 
roneous statements published that the value of the American 





Straw Board Company stock is much in excess of that put upon 
it by the directors of the United Box Board and Paper Company 
This, perhaps, can be more easily illustrated by the fact that the 
earnings of the American Straw Board Company for the year 1906, 
without any deduction for depreciation, amounted to $395,526, 
more than one-half of which was earned by the Circleville mill, 
or $214,476. The balance of the earnings were made by the stores 
and the other eight mills that were in operation during the year. 

“The value of the Circleville mill is today less than its original 
cost, it having been built twenty-two years ago. The cost of the 
mill when finished was $450,000. It has a capacity today of 65 
tons of board per day, which is a little over one-third of the pro 
duction of the straw board of the American Straw Board Com- 
pany per day in the last year. 

“If eight mills running earn less than one-half of the earnings 
of the company, and one mill earns over one-half, and that mill 
only cost in its original construction $450,000, by what process of 
reasoning is the whole property of the American Straw Board 
Company worth any more than the value placed upon it by the 
directors of the United Box Board and Paper Company when it 
offered the equity in the shares to the stockholders of the company 
at $37.85 per share, exclusive of the $2 per share recently paid as 
a dividend? I give the fact as further justificatibn for charging 
off the apparent large sum that has stood upon the books of the 
company as a surplus. 

“Tt is the opinion of your officers and directors that a still greater 
sum must be charged off to get the property of the company down 
to a solid basis, and that the earnings of the company must be 
largely used for the purpose of repairing and equipping the mills. 
In addition to properly equipping the present mills in operation 
a large sum of money must be expended in relocating a number of 
machines which today are idle, and instead of producing a profit 
for the company are maintained at large expense, as is evidenced 
by the annual statement of the sum of $38,000. 

“The management has already started to properly rebuild and 
requip the mill at Wilmington, IIl., the total cost of which will 
require an expenditure of from $120,000 to $130,000. The large 
amount charged off to depreciation only applies to the mills that 
are entirely out of commission at the present time. 

“When the American Straw Board Company originally organ- 
ized it had twenty-one operative mills and a capacity of over 400 
tons per day, which was about 65 per cent. of the production of 
board consumed in the United States of all kinds. The capacity 
of the mills today of the entire country will aggregate about 2,100 
tons per day, and there are cut and consumed of all kinds of board 
about 1,600.” 

Mr. Mitchell’s denunciatory reply, which closed the controversy 
for the week, was as follows: 

“At the annual meeting of the American Straw Board Company 
February 7 O. C. Barber stated that the management would charge 
off to depreciation some $1,200,000, because nothing had been 
charged off for depreciation since the year 1892. 

“I believe that this statement is absolutely false. During Mr. 
Newcomb’s administration of the company ample charges were 
made for depreciation. I wish to state that the following amounts 
were charged to depreciation, and I fail to understand why the 
directors of the American Straw Board Company do not correct 
erroneous statements on the part of Mr. Barber:

Reports from local paper dealers are still quite optimistic, as 
the volume of business being transacted from day to day is very 
heavy. There is not a paper jobbing house in town but what seem- 
ingly is having trade enough to keep its working force busy from 
the salesmen to the packers and shippers. Store trade is un- 
usually good, while out of town business is showing considerable 
improvement as the season advances. During the past week quite 
a number of good sized orders for book paper are reported by 
salesmen as having been closed with publishers—orders that for 
one reason or another have been held up.

Sufficient Volume of Trade in Fox Valley. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Afpceton, Wis., February 11, 1907—Interest and discussion con- 
cerning the paper market these days takes the form of specula- 
tion regarding prices mostly, as the volume of business is suffi- 
cient to amply take care of itself. 

“A good many people do not seem to remember that the price 
of book paper is now just getting back somewhere near what it 
was in 1904,” said a manufacturer of this grade to me today. 
“If old invoices of about that time are examined it will be found 
that this is true. But while this is true concerning the price of 
paper to the jobber or consumer, if you please, it is a very dif- 
While 
paper is now beginning to be sold at about 1904 prices, the cost 
of everything entering into it has gone up from 20 to 25 per 
cent., so that the net result to the manufacturer is very much less 
than it was in the vear mentioned. I contend that in order to 
permit of the same margin to the manufacturer as in 1904 book 
paper ought to be at least 50 cents per hundred pounds higher 
than it is. Whether this price will be reached in the immediate 
future I do not know, but I feel fairly confident that the market 
will go higher than now. It is merely a question of demand, 
and if the demand keeps on increasing the advances are bound 
to come.” 

“The late increase in the price of flats and bonds does not 
seem to have had much of a deterrent effect on the demand,” 
said a manufacturer of these grades when questioned.

The Emerson Laboratory, Springfield, Mass. 


During the past year the Emerson Laboratory, located at Spring- 
field, Mass., has found it necessary to more than triple its floor 
space. This laboratory was started seyeral years ago to meet 
the growing demands of the community for a chemical laboratory. 
Situated in the centre of an active paper manufacturing district, 
it was but natural that the work of the laboratory should be- 
come specialized along the line of work connected with the manu- 
facture of paper, and to that end special apparatus has been 
acquired and preparations made for handling a considerable volume 
of business. The importance of chemical work as a necessary 
aid to the manufacturer of paper has increased, due to the reali- 
zation on the part of the manufacturer that his business is be- 
coming more of a scientific process. This applies to almost 
every department of the trade, from the raw materials even to 
the finished goods handled by the jobbers. The Emerson Labora- 
tory is prepared to give such aid to all branches of the industry. 

The entire building at 177 State street is owned and occupied 
by the laboratory. The first floor is devoted to offices and small 
laboratories. The main chemical room, 40x20 feet, is on the 
second floor. This room is equipped for the routine analytical 


work of the laboratory. There are other rooms on this floor 
devoted to special apparatus, the most interesting of which to 
the paper manufacturers is the one maintained for the examina- 
tion of water, both for sanitary and industrial purposes. The 
third floor of the building consists of several rooms devoted to 
special apparatus and equipment of value to paper manufacturers, 
which includes a large drying oven for the determination of 
moisture in pulp and rags, and apparatus for the determination 
of shrinkage of rags. One of the rooms with the windows facing 
the north is devoted to the microscopical examination of paper. 

This laboratory, originally serving the manufacturers of the 
locality, now receives considerable work from various other por- 
tions of the United States, and is rapidly extending its field of 
operation. 


Deny Marsden-United Pulp Merger. 

PHiILapetpnia, February 11, 1907.—President Winters and the 
directors of the Marsden Company, of this city, have announced 
that they “consider the efforts of the promoters of the proposed 
consolidation of the Consolidated Paper and Milling Company 
and the United Pulp and Paper Company with the Marsden 
Company as absolutely futile,” and they pronounce the “incident” 
closed. The administration voted 197,400 shares out of 340,000 
shares at the annual meeting in Camden Tuesday, and less than 
1,000 shares were voted by the merger promoters. “The board 
met Tuesday and re-elected the present officers and directors,” 
said Mr. Winter. “The board will consider the proposition to 
reduce the company’s capital, as suggested at the meeting of 
stockholders.” This reduction plan as suggested provides for a 
capital stock of $3,500,000 instead of $34,000,000, as at present. 


Annual Meeting of the Marsden Company. 


PuiLapecpuia, February 12, 1907—Those who attended the an- 
nual meeting of the Marsden Company were not greatly encour- 
aged by the statements made by President Winter in replying to 
inquiries concerning the company. These brought out the fact that 
the company had little or no working capital, and that if the busi- 
ness was to be greatly expanded it would be necessary to sell 
from time to time the company’s investment in the Du Pont Inter- 
national Powder Company, of which it owns 7,753 shares of pre- 
ferred. The further discouraging information was brought forth 
that although the gross sales the past year aggregated over $1,000,- 
goo, no profit was realized, but, instead, a heavy deficit had been 
incurred as the result of exploiting and developing the business. 
The one ray of hope held forth was the thought expressed by 
President Winter that the company had now reached the stage 
that, with sufficient working capital, from $90,000 to $150,000 net 
profits might be derived from the current year’s business. 

The following directors were elected: W. W. Gibbs, George S. 
Graham, Edward C, Lee, James S. Beacon, E. G. Buckner, A. G. 
Winter, R. C. Patterson, H. F. Stockwell. The management voted 
proxies for 180,000 shares out of a total of 340,000 shares. 


A Board of Conciliation and Arbitration for Springfield, Mass. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Hotyoxe, Mass., February 11, 1907.—The business and labor men 
of Springfield are endeavoring to establish a board of conciliation 
and arbitration that will act for that city alone, and to which will 
be referred all matters of dispute between the employed and the 
employer.

An addition is being made to the mill of the Upton Paper Com- 
pany, Stillwater, N. Y.

MIGHT HAVE BIG TRADE WITH BRAZIL. 


The Imports of Paper and Manufactures of Paper into Brazil Are 
Increasing Steadily, But the American Paper Makers Are 
Securing Very Little of This Business. 

Consul General G. E. Anderson, of Rio de Janeiro, shows that 
American paper manufacturers have little part in the paper trade 
f Brazil, apparently largely their own fault. He writes: 

“Not even have they held their own in Brazilian paper imports. 
On the other hand, the imports of paper and paper manufactures 
in Brazil are increasing, and the trade seems to be profitable. 
About three-fifths of the entire trade of the country in paper is

of American manufacturers to pay any attention to the special 
needs and conditions of the Brazilian market. In some lines of 
like printed matter, for instance, it is hardly to be 
expected that the United States, as an English speaking country, 
will have much opportunity to furnish Portuguese reading matter. 
At the same time the fact that France has much the lead in such

goods indicates that not everything is to depend upon the matter 
of language. It should be added that French literature and periodi- 
cals, French fiction and French publications generally are popular

“In the way of box paper, writing paper and similar goods, it 
seems that European manufacturers can place their goods here 
more cheaply because of the element of cheap labor in packing 
more than anything else. European manufacturers also pay more 
attention to the special tastes of the Brazilian people, to fancy and 
even loud decorations, to special ways of displaying their goods 
attractively in the original packages; in short, they cater to the 
Brazilian trade as well as other foreign trade, which the paper 
makers of the United States do not. The chief reason why Amer 
ican quire papers, legal paper, official stock and similar goods are 
not bought seems to be that American goods are manufactured in 
different sizes from those obtaining here, and as usual where for 
eign manufacturers manufacture specially for the market they 
seek, while American manufacturers seek to sell abroad only what 
is left to them as a surplus of their manufacturing for the home 
market, the foreigner gets the foreign trade. 

“The chief element in the matter of printing papers, the item in 
these imports in Brazil which has shown the greatest increase in 
recent years, and which will show the greatest increase in the near 
future, seems to be in the matter of credits. German and Belgian 
houses, and these handle practically all of the imports from Europe, 
including Norway and Sweden, give from four to six months’ 
credits. In fact, they meet the needs of the trade in this line no 
matter what they are, arranging payments upon a comparatively 
low interest basis, which aids firms which otherwise would have 
to meet cash payments by bank discounts at high rates. In such 
goods the matter of interest often represents all the profit of the 
transaction. With the proper sort of representation in Brazil, 
American houses would have no real difficulty in meeting these 
conditions upon a basis similar to that common with the German 
houses. But such credit affairs cannot well be arranged by cor- 
respondence, and without efficient agencies and proper representa- 
tion it is safe to say that present downward tendencies in American 
trade will continue, so far as paper and other goods generally sold 
on a close margin are concerned.” 


Trade Conditions in Sweden. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Canada. February 11, 1907.—The Canadian commer- 
cial agent in Sweden writes to the Trade and Commerce Depart- 
ment as follows: 

“It was anticipated in the beginning of the year that the many 
new machines which would be started for the making of news 
paper would increase the production beyond the increase of con- 
sumption. . This has, unfortunately, become only too true, for an 
over-production of news paper has existed during the year, which 
has made its influence felt on the prices. Toward the middle of 
the year these gradually weakened, until they suddenly became 
quite demoralized, and have fallen lower than before. There is 
no prospect of an improvement. This applies particularly to print- 
ing and news, but as these make more than one-half of the Nor- 
wegian export of paper it will be easily understood that this drop 
in price is of great concern to the mills. 

“As to wrapping papers the export markets have, on the whole, 
been firm and rising, particularly for ‘sealing and Kraft’ (sul- 
phate) papers, for which considerably better prices are obtained 
now than during the first part of 1906. 

“As to new mills or extensions of old ones, not less than ten 
machines have been started in Norway during 1906, while one 
old machine has been sold abroad. Six of these machines are 
to make thin wrappings, tissue and cap papers, and there has of 
late been a declining tendency in the price of this class of papers. 
But the consumption of the same is increasing rapidly. Of the 
other machines one is for ‘news,’ two for ‘grease proof’ and one 
for ‘printings.’” L.

The History of the New York Association, Now in Its Third 
Year, Makes Clear the Fact That the Stock Men Realize 
the Benefits to Be Obtained from Organization.

The New York Paper Stock Dealers’ Association is now in its 


(Written for Tue 


third year, with prospects of usefulness brighter than at any time 
since its organization. More cordial feelings certainly exist among 
the active members of the association than was formerly the case, 
and this friendly re'stionship has led, naturally, to a more open 
discussion of matters affecting the interests of the paper stock 
trade. 

Prior to the formation of their association, the New York paper 
stock dealers and importers never assembled to discuss matters 
of interest to the trade, and anything in the nature of a grievance, 
proposed reform, change in grading or matters of like character 
was, of necessity, handled by the individual or firm; there was no 
concerted action, no conference, no unity of pufpose. Attempts 
in the past to form associations or “exchanges” among the paper 
stock dealers ended in dismal failure. 

With the growth of the business came innumerable small pack- 
ers, who had no conception of the requirements of the mills, each 
man grading his stock according to his own ideas, and not always 
feeling any obligation to have the same stock on the inside of the 
bale as appeared on the outside. When complaint was made that 
weights ran short, that the grading was not uniform and that 
false packing was discovered upon opening the bales, the dealer 
could get but little satisfaction from the packer, who felt assured 
of his ability to find a new customer who would take his stock 
until his methods were discovered. 

This condition of affairs naturally led to trouble with the mills, 
and matters finally reached a point where the dealers felt the abso- 
lute necessity of “getting together,” with a view of correcting 
some of the evils existing. 

The present association had been in existence but a short time 
when it became evident that its usefulness was to be required in a 
much larger field than had been apparent in the beginning, Open 
discussion in meetings brought out the fact that many abuses 
could be handled to far better advantage by an organization than 
by an individual. : 

Aside from the work of endeavoring to improve the gradings 
of stock and eliminate the dishonest. packer, the matter of railroad 
classification and alleged discrimination of certain roads has had 
attention, also such matters as abuse Of foreign letters of credit, 
short weights on foreign shipments, arbitration of differences, com- 
mittees of arbitration to pass on the merits of foreign shipments 
where the importer claimed the delivery was not in accordance 
with terms of purchase and much work of a similar nature. 

There are two principles to which the New York Paper Stock 
Dealers’ Association attributes its chief strength, and upon which 
it claims to be entitled to the support of the mills. The first of 
these principles is that the question of attempting to regulate or 
fix the price of any commodity has never been considered, and 
it is safe to say never will be considered, so long as the men 
who have done the most to build up the organization have any 
influence in the association. The class of merchandise handled, the 
sources from which it comes and the uses to which it is put 
would make any attempt to regulate prices a mere farce, and failure 
could be the only result of an attempt to launch such a proposi- 
tion. 

The second vital principle which the association has always kept 
in mind is that its interest and the mills’ interest are identical. What 
will be good for the association will be for the eventual benefit of 


the manufacturer and vice versa. 
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The association welcomes suggestions from the mills, and | 
had several conferences with manufacturers with a view to i: 
proving conditions and facilitate business. Never but once |

articles they purchase. 

The association is earnestly endeavoring to accomplish a rea! 
and lasting good to the trade and correct many evils which have 
long been known to exist, but the remedy for which could only 
come through organized effort. If the work is good for one 
district or locality it would be good for all sections, and the 
New York and Philadelphia associations are in harmony in 
their endeavor to interest other cities, with a view to forming a 
national association. This work is necessarily slow, but as the New 
York Association has been called upon to settle disputes btween 
importers and English and German packers, and has done so to 
the satisfaction of all concerned, it would seem as though pack 
ers and dealers in this country would eventually realize the ad 
vantage of the movement, and co-operate in the forming of a 
national association. 

The association holds regular meetings once a month, and ex- 
ecutive meetings as much oftener as occasion demands, and with 
a strong aggressive membership, clearly defined plans for the fu- 
ture, and a comfortable balance in the treasury, the New York 
Paper Stock Dealers’ Association looks forward to a year of 
growing influence and well defined results. 


New “Union” Fourdrinier Being Installed. 

The new mill of the Roanoke Rapids Paper Manufacturing Com- 
pany, of Roanoke Rapids, N. C., which was recently completed, is 
now being equipped with modern, up to date machinery. A feature 
of this equipment now being installed is a big “Union” high speed 
Fourdrinier machine built by the Union Machine Company, of 
Fitchburg, Mass. This machine is made from the company’s latest 
up to date patterns, consisting of the Fourdrinier with flow box, 
shake arrangement, couch parts, three presses and dryer part. The 
Fourdrinier part has forty-seven table rolls with wire 102 inches 
wide and 60 feet long. The couch part consists of top gun metal 
couch roll 20 inches in diameter, 106 inch face; bottom gun metal 
couch roll 18 inches in diameter, 104 inch face, with framework 
and bell crank arrangement for raising and lowering top couch roll 
Each press consists of one top gun metal press roll 18 inches in 
diameter, 103 inch face, and one bottom rubber covered press roll 
20 inches in diameter, 102 inch face, with framework and housings 
arranged for raising and lowering the top roll. The dryer part 
consists of thirty-two dryers 40 inches in diameter by 100 inch face, 
and one receiving dryer 24 inches in diameter by 100 inch: face, 
with all framework and housings complete. The entire length of 
the machine is 250 feet over all. It weighs in the vicinity of 150 
tons, and requires twelve large machinery cars to transport it from 
Fitchburg to its destination.

The Subjects of Wages, Hours of Labor, Trade Unions, Trade 
Disputes, Conciliation and Arbitration, Co-operation and 
Workmen's Insurance Are Covered in a Recent Publication. 
(Compiled Especially for THe Paper Trape JourNAL.) 

The “Third Abstract of Foreign Labor Statistics” is the title 
of a Parliamentary paper recently published by the Board of Trade 
(Labor Department) of England. The paper is supplementary 
to the volume published in 1904, statistics from which were pub- 
lished at the time in THe Paper Trape JouRNAL. 

The subjects dealt with in the present volume are wages and 
hours of labor, trade unions, trade disputes, conciliation and arbi- 
tration, workmen's insurance, and co-operation. Altogether sta- 
tistics in one or other of these sections are given relating to four- 
teen countries, namely, Russia, Norway, Sweden, Denmark, Ger- 
many, Holland, Belgium, France, Italy, Austria~-Hungary, Switzer- 
land, Spain, the United States and Japan. The information pre- 
sented is derived from the labor departments of Germany, France 
and Italy, and from governmental departments of the other coun- 
tries mentioned. 

Such figures as may prove of interest to readers of THE Paper 
TrabE JouRNAL are presented. The report states that in every 
case the latest figures available have been utilized. 

Rates of Wages. 

In Norway the average daily wages in wood pulp factories were 
Is. 1134d. in 1880, which rose to 2s. 113%4d. by 1900—a rise of 2 
cents in twenty years 

In Wurtemberg, in 1903, the average hourly earnings of 504 
men and 143 women in the paper making industry were: Time 
wages, men, 234d.; women, 1'4d.; piece wages, men, 34d.; 
women, 2d 

In Baden, in pasteboard factories, wages ranged from 6s. (the 
lowest) per week to 35s. (the highest). 
122 male employees 
from 6s. to 18s. 

Under the head of Belgium figures given for 1,559 men en- 
gaged in the manufacture of paper show that their daily average 
earnings range from 2 francs to 6 francs (a franc is worth about 
19 cents). Of this number 652 earned 2 francs and under 3; 584, 
3 francs and under 4, and 198, 5 francs and under 6. Women to 
the number of 1,215 were employed. Of these the wages of 522 
were under 1 fr. 50c.; of 531, 1 fr. 50c. and under 2 fr.; of 114, 
2 fr. and under 2 fr. 50c. Only three earned 3 fr. Soc. and over. 

In Italy, in the Sicilian sulphur mines, the average daily earnings 
in 1901 of hewers on piece wage were 3s. 5'4d.; hewers on day 
wage averaged 2s. 2d. In the Romagna sulphur mines miners 
loaders 1s. 334d. per diem. The figures 
given for Sicily refer to the earnings of miners in the Province of 
Caltanissetta, which contains nearly one-half of the Sicilian sulphur 
mines. Hewers on piece wage pay out of their earnings 434d. per 
day for lights and repairs to tools. The hours are eight per day 
In the Romagna sulphur mines the work day consists of eight

In the Austrian Government tobacco factories the average weekly 
earnings of 61 males engaged in cardboard box making were 16s.

Hours of Labor. 

In Denmark the datiy hours of labor of 1,733 work people in the 
paper trade were 8% (125 people), 9 (258), 9% (169), 10 (1,122 
10% (21), and 11 (38). 

In Germany of 44,160 females engaged in various branches of 
the trade 8,249 worked 9 hours and less daily, 23,741 over 9 and 
up to 10, and 12,170 over 10 and up to 11 hours. This was in 1902. 

In Wurtemberg, in 1903, 779 men averaged 10.3 hours daily; 
292 women, 10.2. 

In Holland, in 1904, of 3,292 workers in paper for whom figures 
are given 280 worked 9% hours; 812, 10 hours; 532, 10% hours; 
522, II 1,023, 12 hours. 

In Belgium out of 1,833 employees for whom figures are pre- 
sented 1,541 averaged over 9 and up to 10 hours 
1,067 worked over 9 and up to 1o hours. 

In Switzerland, in 1901, of 13,781 employees in the paper, print- 
ing and allied trades 4,497 worked 54 hours per week; 1,612 over 
54 and up to 57; 2,920 over 57 and up to 60; 651 over 60 and up 
to 62%, and 3,578 over 62% and up to 65. 

In Austria, in 1904, the number of establishments in the paper 
trade in which the maximum daily work time of 11 hours was 
exceeded was 31, with 6,243 employees 

In Hungary of 2,195 males employed in the industry 729 worked 
over 9 hours, 236 over 10 hours, and 434 over 11 and up to 12. 
Out of 1,589 females 151 worked 8 hours, 493 over 8, 625 over 
9, 77 over 10, and 112 up to 12. 

Trade Unions. 

In Denmark, in 1900, there were 67 unions, with 3,554 members, 
in the printing, paper and allied trades. 

In France, in 1905, there were 296 unions in the same trades, 
with 23,857 members. 

In Spain, in 1905, there were 21 unions in the same trades, with 
a membership of 3,718. 

In Austria, in 1905, the unions in the paper and allied trades 
and chemical trades had a membership of 15,072. They had 
£1,689 in hand at the end of the year, their expenditures having 
been £3,940. 

The printing and paper trades unions in the American Federa- 
tion of Labor had a membership in 1905 of 82,400. The greater 
part pf this number consists of printers, bookbinders, etc. 

Strikes, Etc. 

There were 27 trade disputes in the German Empire in 1905 
in the paper trade, affecting 1,530 persons. There were 4 in Bel- 
gium in 1900, affecting 1,376 hands.

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A LEATHER MAN TURNS PAPER MAN. 


The Heart Rending Tale Continued by “Old Dan,” in Which 
the Leather Man Monkeys Some More With Fate—Trying 
to Resurrect an Old Mill Is Funny But Dangerous. 








“The leather man had the faculty of always appearing at a time 
when his absence would have been appreciated by us, but it was 
his misfortune to see all that was bad and none that was good in 
paper making. It looked every second as if the top of that cal- 
ender frame would topple over. It was an open frame and there 
were no boxes on the rolls, so there was nothing to depend on 
in holding it in position. The leather man stood right in front 
of it (and just about where it would land if it did fall) and 
demanded to know what the trouble was. The super and myself 
both yelled for him to get away, or he would get hurt. Then he 
bristled up like a fighting cock and wanted to know who owned 
the mill. The super showed him the gravity of his position and 
gently pushed him aside while he was explaining how the mishap 
took place, and then he got mad and recited the old ‘chestnut’ 
of what didn’t happen in other mills and how he never could make 
money if such things continued to happen here. The super told 
him that he must expect that such things would happen until the 
help had become used to handling the machinery, and so on 
It was like trying to explain algebra to a stubborn mule. The 
leather man was getting more anxious and nervous every day; 
he had visited some other mills and had come back wiser than 
ever. He had taken orders for all kinds of paper, orders that the 
fellows he got them from could not have had made in other 
places without paying a proper price for them. They were for 
small amounts and light and heavy weights, and the super tried 
hard to convince the leather man that there could be no profit 
in them, but the leather man had lost much confidence in his super 
and did not pay much attention to what he said. 

“We were shut down six hours repairing the calender frame 
and lost another hour in getting the paper through. Finally we 
got things running pretty well and for a wonder we did make a 
pretty good sheet of paper as compared with the sample we were 
matching. But when the leather man found out that we were 
making but 250 pounds per hour he declared it was financial suicide 
according to his figures and we must make at least 350 pounds per 
hour to make it pay. Therefore the super, much to hig own mis- 
judgment, ordered me to make 350 per hour. I told him I did not 
think it could be did, for the reason that we were making a 38 
inch sheet and were using more steam than was safe in the old 
dryers to dry it. Didn't make any difference, we'd have to try it, 
anyway. I shut down and put in a faster speed, and when I 
started her going it looked and sounded as if a regular earthquake 
was in operation. That little machine made more noise than a 50 
ton mill of today does. But when I commenced soaking the steam 
in the dryers, trying to dry it, you would think there was a big 
battle going on. The steam pipes were whacking and the packing 
blew out of two of the dryers, and all you could hear was the 
siss of the steam and the cracking of the water in the steam 
pipes. The old driving gears made a noise like a stone crusher, 
and, to end it all, the paper wasn’t half dry. The leather man got 
nervous again and, not being able to get any satisfaction or ex- 
planation from the super. he tackled me. Now, Billy, you know 
there is one thing I could never stand for in this business, and 
that is interference from anyone outside of the super. 

“So when the leather man waltzed up to me an’ says, “What's 
the matter. can’t you get steam hot enough to dry the paper with?’ 
I got good and mad, and I was about to give him a darn good 
call down, when a brilliant idea struck my mind. Instead of giving 
him a call, I decided to have some fun with him, so I says: ‘No, 
the steam is hot enough, but that wood pulp you are buying is 


too gosh dinged wet. 


“*That’s it. is it?’ says he, and off he goes to the super. O 
course, when he told him what I said the super knew I was josh 
ing him and he decided to let it go at that. The leather ma: 
examined the wood pulp and, of course, he found it wet. He tol 
the beater man not to use any but dry wood pulp, and the lunk 
head of a beaterman had to go to work and explain to him how 
ic always came wet and how i could not affect the drying of th 
paper on the machine. Then'the leather man came to me and 
told me | did not know what | was talking about, and I took it 
as nicely as possible, being glad to get out of lying to him as eas) 
as I did. Well, we plugged along there for two hours and did not 
make a sheet of dry paper. The leather man got disgusted and 
went home and I shut down and put the machine back on the old 
speed and at 6 o'clock, when my mate came in to relieve mc 
everything was going pretty well. I showed him the orders fo 
the night. He would have to shut down at 1 o’clock and chang: 
onto a heavier paper, which was something he had not yet been 
called on to do, and consequently he was rather a little nervous 
over it. He fully realized the kind of a machine and the kind 
of help he had to deal with, and he was very much afraid of 
getting into trouble, and he did. As near as I could find out from 
his beater engineer, who told me of that night’s work, everything 
had run lovely up to the time of shutting down to change at 
1 o'clock. 

“When he had shut down he sent his backtender, or, rather, 
brought him down cellar and showed him how to wash the stuff 
chest out. He had been running a blue shade of paper and was 
to start up on natural, so it was necessary to wash the chest. The 
chest was about 12 feet deep and would hold about 1,000 pounds 
of stuff. He first showed the brick-carrier backtender how to stop 
the ‘agitator,’ by throwing out a clutch; then he got a ladder and 
shoved it through a trap door into the chest, and then put in the 
hose and wooden scraper. He went in first and told his back- 
tender to follow. When the machine tender was halfway down 
the ladder the backtender started to descend, but, being a heavy- 
weight, he overbalanced it, and it slipped on the floor of the chest, 
and he landed on top of the machine tender, and you can imagine 
how he felt. He was naturally worked up over the change of 
order and the fear that something would go wrong, and this mixup 
increased his restlessness a great deal more. He left the back- 
tender in the chest washing it with the hose, and went up to 
change his deckle and speed gears. I showed him before what 
gears to put in to give the required speed. Those speed gears 
were certainly the limit. There were six of them on ‘two shafts, 
and when you changed speed and put the gears you wanted in 
mesh, you had to be mighty careful that you disconnected the ones 
you had been using, or there would be a mighty big noise and 
smashup. After the machine tender had changed his “deckle’ he 
tackled the speed gears, and while he was swearing and grunting 
over loosening the set-screws his elegant backtender appeared and 
announced that the ‘tub’ was as clean as a ‘phisel.’ ‘Got everything 
out you brought in the chest?’ asked the machine tender. ‘I have, 
sor, he answered. The machine tender went on struggling with 
the gears, and did not notice where his backtender went. He then 
decided he may as well tell the beaterman to go ahead and empty 
the stuff while he was changing the gears. But first he would 
see if the hose and ladder were out of the chest, so he run down 
the stairs and looked over at the chest. The hose had been taken 
out all right, but there was the end of the ladder, sticking up 
through the trap door of the chest. ‘D—— old lunkhead,’ mut- 
tered the machine tender, as he reached up and grabbed one end 
of the ladder and pulled it out. ‘You got to watch him fike a 
cat.’ He then went up and told the engineer to go ahead and 
empty the stuff and went to work again at the speed gears. He 
made a mistake in not disconnecting the ones he had been running 
previously before trying to connect the other two.

An immense quantity of pulp wood is shipped in barges down 
the Chambly River from the Province of Quebec into the United 
States, and there is also a large export from New Brunswick. 
The wood is sold at $7 or $8 a cord when four or five times that 
price could be obtained for the product manufactured into paper.

“The people from the United States come into this country, 
buy from us a very large quantity of pulp wood every year, take 
it to the United States and manufacture it into pulp and paper. 
The pulp wood is taken free from this country, but if we attempt 
to send any manufactured pulp or paper into the United States we 
The duty on news printing paper of 
not more than 2 cents per pound value is three-tenths of a cent. 
Then it increases according to the higher value of the paper 
It seems to me we could get fair play in this matter. We have 
it very much in our own hands, because the United States is de- 
pendent on Canada for a large part of its supply of pulp wood. 
If it admitted our paper and pulp on the same terms as pulp wood 
able to get a share of the market which we are 
entitled to, because we have the raw material in Canada.”

not be reached. The works are about a mile above town, and 
no water mains extend there, so the firemen had to fight flames with 
chemical engines only. The explosion of a lamp hanging in the 
destroyed boiler room is supposed to have started the fire.

The relations between the dealers and manufacturers 
are much improved as a result of last week's conferences, and it is 
reported that a perfect understanding was reached by one side 
agreeing to meet the other half way on all questions which should 
arise from time to time affecting both branches of the industry 
This method of settling all difficulties through the co-operation of 
both parties will avoid in the future the possibility of strained re- 
lations between the jobbers and the mills. The willingness of the 
manufacturers to meet the dealers on a common basis shows that 
they bear no animosity toward the middleman.

May Develop More Electric Power at Watertown, N. Y. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., February 11, 1907—The demand for more 
power in this city and at other points along the Black River has 
set some power owners planning on greater development at their 
plants. -John A. Davidson, of Chicago, head of the Davidson 
Marble Company, which concern has a mill -here, was in town 
last week looking over the ground with the idea of putting in a 
plant to generate electric power, to be sold to manufacturers. 
The Davidson Company owns a water power only partially devel- 
oped. They are using only about 200 horse power, but can easily 
develop 1,200, as they have the entire flow of the stream. Mem- 
bers of the local Board of Trade with whom Mr. Davidson has 
talked are giving him encouragement. The Davidson plant is 
located within the city limits, and all its surplus power would 
be quickly taken.
